Statistics show that strokes 
are the third leading cause of 
death, following heart attacks 
ami cancer. Although the death 
r.ile of stroke patients de- 
(lined 10 per cent between 
1't.Ml and lOiiO. one of every 10 
Americans still dies from   
stroke.

"These statistics may seem 
startling, but each family must 
understand that many stroke 
patients, sometime with much 
effort and patience, can once 
again be self-sufficient individ­ 
uals." according to Dr. John 
1. Oenney, president of the 
Heart Assn.

KHALI/ING the need to 
make available more informa­ 
tion about strokes, the Ameri­ 
can Heart Assn. lias estab­ 
lished a program through a 
nationwide Coordinating Com­ 
mittee on strokes.

' The committee hopei to

stimulate scientific investiga­ 
tion of the causes and new 
methods of treatment of stroke 
patients,'' said Dr. Denney. 
"This new knowledge can then 
be given to physicians, families 
of stroke patients, and the p.i 
tients themselves "

The program will continue 
through March. April, May 
and June. Speakers and pub­ 
licity from the association will 
be aimed at telling the entire 
itroke story. Several special 
conferences have been sched­ 
uled for physicians.
